BISHOP TVI SUIT 
LOST IN PENSACOLA 

(Editor’s note: You may re- 
call that SKIP carried the Bish- 
op (W4UUF) TVI case in the 
November 1961 issue. After re- 
peated delays here is the report 
from Mr. Bishop on his $25,000 
suit against the City of Pen- 
sacola. Keep in mind the TVI 
charges made by the City were 
nol prossed (dropped) before 
this suit was started.) 

“Though you might be inter- 
ested in the final results con- 
cerning my case against the 
City of Pensacola together with 
some of the highlights of the 
trial. 

“First of all to acquaint you 
with the background and basis 
for the suit. The events which 
caused me to take such action 
and further acquaint hams with 
the hazards we face when pur- 
suing our hobby. 

“On 2% June 1961 at approxi- 
mately 2045, I was arrested in 
my ham shack charged with 
using obscene and profane lan- 
guage and disturbing the peace, 
because I told a police officer 
that I did not care to listen to 
anything he had to say about 
ham radio and that he didn’t 
have a damn thing to do about 
its operation and to get the hell 
off my property. 

“We arrived at the police sta- 
tion at about 2100. Warrant 
was then made out. I was fin- 
gerprinted and the bond set at 
at $100.00 cash. Property bond 
was denied, so I paid a bail 
bondsman $10.00 for appearance 
bond. I was told to report for 
trial at 1500 the next day. At 
approximately 2145 I was re- 
leased and arrived at my home 
at approximately 2200.. 

The next morning, 23 June, I 
visited Mr. Shelley, a local at- 
torney, and hired him to defend 
me in court and also called 
A. R. R. L. At approximately 
1400 I received a phone call 
from Sgt. Caldwell stating that 
the trial had been put off for 
further study by the city at- 
torney. I told him to call my at- 
torney and notify him. 

About a week later I visited 
Mr. Shelley and asked him if it 
were advisable for me to operate 
my transmitter. I was told if 
they arrested me once they prob- 
ably would do it again. (There- 
fore I have not operated my sta- 
tion for over two years and 
don’t intend to operate again). 
I asked him if I could sue the 
city for false arrest and im- 
prisonment and he said I could 
and furthermore it would be a 
good way to get it settled once 
and for all. 

“When we hams go to the 
trouble of studying to obtain our 


amateur operators and station 
license most of us are a little 
proud and under the impression 
that it is a Federal license and, 
therefore, if you operate your 
station within the limits of FCC 
regulations you would be pro- 
tected from intrusion by any 
other authority. 

“What a rude awakening 
when you stand in your ham 
shack and a policeman enters 
and demands to see your license. 
You ask to see his warrant and 
he says he doesn’t need one. 
When you tell him he doesn’t 
have a damn thing to do with 
ham radio and for him to get 
the hell off your property, he 
veplies and I quote “I am going 
to teach you a lesson old man, 
I am placing you under arrest.” 
You are further surprised when 
he grabs hold of you with an 
arm lock, pushes you out the 
door, calls his partner and starts 
toward the waiting police car. 
You ask their permission to 
close up your house which per- 
mission is denied. So it remains 
wide open and unprotected while 
you are being booked for pro- 
fane and obscene language and 
disturbing the peace. You are 
told to appear for trial at 1530 
the next day. What a wonderful 
night’s sleep you have that 
night. 

“The next day you call A.R.- 
R.L. Jong distance. You are all 
shook up and your little world 
has collapsed at your feet, you 
haven’t had one wink of sleep. 
You make phone calls asking 
for advice. That’s the cheapest 
thing and the one thing you 


can get plenty of. You are told 


to get a court reorder otherwise 
they can do just about what 
they wish in police court and 
without a recorder you have no 
right to appeal, however, you 
decide it is easier to hire a 
lawyer. You get the classified 
section of the phone book, it 
is now about 1000, you look over 
the list and start calling. Now 
you are due for another shock — 
out of 200 listed attorneys of 
those you have called ,no one is 
prepared to take your case on 
short notice. Finally, someone 
calls and gives you the name of 
an attorney who may handle 
your case ... Sure enough he 
will take your case for a fee. 
You jump in your car and visit 
the attorney, give him the facts, 
return home and prepare for the 
executioner. It is now about 
1300. At about 1400 you receive 
a call stating your trial has 
been put off for further study. 
Well, thank God for that, but 
you are still on the hook. 
Sometime later I visited my 
attorney to talk things over and 
decide on what action to take. 
We decided to enter suit against 


the City of Pensacola for false 
arrest and unlawful imprison- 
ment. 

There are some othey points I 
would like to bring to your at- 
tention. Ten days before my ar- 
rest. a phone call from the po- 
lice said and I quote “The next 
time you operate your trans- 
mitter we are going to place 
you under arrest. We have re- 
ceived thirty or forty calls that 
you are bothering your neigh- 
bors’ T.V. sets.” 

Then on about the 18th of 
June I was told that a field rep- 
resentative was located at one of 
the local motels. I visited him 
and told him of the threat and 
arrest made by local police and 
asked him whether I should op- 
erate my station or not. He then 
proceeded to call the local police 
over the telephone to try and 
find out who was making the 
T.V. complaints, however, they 
refused to divulge the names of 
the complainents. After the call 
to the police was completed he 
advised me to operate my sta- 
tion. He just didn’t believe the 
police would bother me, but if 
they did to notify the A.R.R.L. 
as soon as possible. 

My station had been operated 
from this location for three 
years without one complaint 
from my neighbors. 

I am not one to quarrel or 
mix too much with my neigh- 
bors. 

I did not have a police record 
until now. 

After two years of waiting 
and three or four delays due to 
such things as failure to notify 
defendant who was on fishing 
trip, request for more time by 
defense attorney, working on 
court room etc., the case finally 
comes to trial. 

The following testimony was 
taken during the trial. 

1. Police admitted they had 
no right to interfere with an 
Amateur station. 

2. Police admitted they had no 
warrant. 

8. Police admitted they re- 
fused to leave my property when 
ordered to do so. 

4, Police admitted they arrest- 
ed me after I had ordered them 
off my property. 

5. Police said he considered 
the words, ‘hell’ and ‘damn” 
obscene and profane language 
and this was the basis for ar- 
rest. 

6. Police said I told them off 
in a loud voice, which they con- 
sidered obnoxious and therefore 
charged me with disturbing the 
peace. 

7. Police failed to identify 
more than two persons who 
claimed I bothered their T.V. 
sets. 


8. Party who made complaint 
to police admitted she had never. 
spoken to me about T.V.I. 

9. Party’s testimony stated 
that after I was arrested she 
bought a new TV set. & 

“Tt took a jury of six men | 
just twenty minutes to decide 
the case in favor of the City of 
Pensacola, Florida. 

“Fellow amateurs, this case 
has taught me many things of 
which are as follows: 

1. There is no such thing as 
private property. 

2. That if the police consider 
the words damn and hell pro- 
fane and obscene that court 
agrees. 

3. That according to testimony 
“darned’ is considered a cuss 
word. 

4. That the ham is a timid 
soul and does not want to be 
involved even though it affects 
the very existence of his hobby. 

5. That two local hams out of 
approximately 150 were present 
at the trial. One was a local ra- 
dio announcer out for the news. 
value, the other was an unselect- 
ed panelman. 

6. That it takes a great deal 
of money to have a trial in 
court, i.e. to get an FCC field 
man from New Orleans to ap- 
pear as a witness would cost a 
minimum of $250.00; to sub- 
poena a local witness cost 
minimum of $30.00, so I had n | 
witnesses. 

7. Don’t think it can’t happen 
to you. I am 638 years old and 
retired. The police taught me 
how you can be arrested for 
T.V.I. without even trying. Did 
you say it can’t happen here? 

“T am enclosing clippings tak- 
en from local newspapers. Please 
advise all hams through your 
publication.

FROM THE SEC’s 
Weather Traffic 

Weather is probably the most 
consistent producer of communi- 
cation emergencies we have to 
deal with. It’s also one of our 
most interesting topics of con- 
versation. And unlike most peo- 
ple, we can do something about 
it. True, we can’t change it, but 
we can report it. 

We asked U.S. Weather Bu- 
reau Center Assistant Chief 
Leonard Pardue for information 
about what kind of weather ob- 
servations and reports the Bu- 
reau needs — and what kinds it 
doesn’t need. 

Here are his answers: 

“Yes, the Weather Bureau 
does solicit reports of unusual 
weather conditions if they are 
such as to endanger human life 
and/or property. Particularly we 
need reports of: 

Heavy rain (3.00 inches or 
more in 24 hours or less, par- 
ticularly if within a few hours). 

Tornado in progress. 

Hail (anytime, any amounts). 

Damage by winds. 

Winds of 40 mph or more (see 
Beaufort scale of wind velocity 
for estimating winds). 

“Instrumental or eyeball re- 
ports are useful. Main thing is 
the *he avact time, place and 
source of the report be given. 
To be of any use, reports must 
be immediate. Delayed reports 
are useiess for the purpose for 
which intended. Use the fire- 
alarm type of urgency in get- 
ting the report to the Weather 
Bureau instantly.” 

Such information may come 
from one of the Weather Bu- 
reau’s cooperative observers, or 
the amateur operator himself 
may obtain it by observation or 
from his own instruments. 

No matter what the source, 
the information should be in 
proper message form, with the 
proper priority designation, ad- 
dressed to the U.S. Weather Bu- 
reau and signed by whoever 
takes responsibility for the ob- 
servation. 

Nearly all weather messages 
rate priority treatment and 
should be so reported in- regular 


traffic nets as well as AREC 
nets and should be handled in 
order of priority. 

Refer to the AREC Manual of 
Operations for information on 
the proper priority to give wea- 
ther traffic. 

Tornado in progress, of 
course, goes as Priority One 
since it involves a direct and 
immediate hazard to life. Other 
conditions endangering life or 
property rate Priority One, Two 
or Three, depending on indivi- 
dual circumstances. Less urgent 
reports (such as rainfall reports 


for example) go as Priority 
Five. 

A point to keep in mind is 
that messages addressed to the 
U.S. Weather Bureau may be 
delivered to any Weather Bu- 
reau. A weather observation put 
on the Wx Buo teletype wire in 
Tallahassee reaches all bureaus 
just as fast as if it were put 
on the wire in Miami, Tampa, 
Jacksonville, Atlanta, New Or- 
leans or Washington, D. C. 

The important thing is im- 
mediate delivery, or, in Pardue’s 
words “the fire-alarm type of 
urgency.” 

Sever Weather Bulletins 
and Warnings 

In every emergency net opera- 
tion when weather is involved, a 
lot of time is wasted while vari- 


‘ous stations read various ver- 


sions of the ‘‘latest” weather 
forecast or position report. 

It is essential, of course, that 
the net be kept well informed 
about pertinent weather condi- 
tions. But I think perhaps it 
can be done with less lost mo- 
tion. 

Whenever unusual weather is 
in progress, the U.S. Weather 
Bureau puts out periodic warn- 
ings and bulletins on its nature 
and location. These bulletins are 
made available simultaneously 
to the newswire services (the 
Associated Press and United 
Press International), to the na- 
tional radio and TV broadcast 
networks, to Weather Bureaus 
at all points. 

These same bulletins are 
promptly broadcast by Govern- 
ment voice and CW (and RTTY) 
stations on all appropriate mari- 
time, military and aircrafe fre- 
quencies. 

They all originate from the 
same forecast center located in 
Washington, or Miami, or San 
Juan, or New Orleans. And they 
all go out within minutes of the 
same time to all points. 

This means that any amateur 
with a telephone can get the 
Bulletin almost immediately 
from any radio or TV broad- 
cast station, any U. S. Weather 
Bureau, any government weath- 
er station or anywhere else a 
weather teletype or newswire is 
available. 

To simplify things and avoid 
unnecessary lost time on an 
emergency net, NCS or the Net 
Manager should appoint some 
net member station who has no 
other pressing duties to obtain 
these forecasts promptly from 
a good local source such as a 
BC station which is willing to 
cooperate by dictating it over 
the phone. The net station can 
then edit the bulletin down to 
pertinent essentials and prompt- 
ly put it on the net in message

The antenna plays an impor- 
tant part in radio communica- 
tions because it provides a link 
between the transmitter and re- 
ceiver - without this link no 
communication could flow, 

An antenna, basically, is a re- 
sonant circuit that acts as a 
transducer to convert electrical 
energy into magnetic and elect- 
ro magnetic energy, or vice- 
versa, 

A resonant circuit possesses the 
properties of inductance and cap- 
acitance, The inductance in a 
circuit is usually ‘‘lumped’’ in 
the form of a coil and the cap- 
acitance is usually ‘‘lumped’’ in 
the form of a capacitor, The 
antenna also possesses the pro- 
‘perties of inductance and capaci- 
tance but they are distributed a- 
long the antenna rather than 
‘*lumped’”’ in a conventional re- 
sonant circuit, The inductance is 
caused by the length of the con- 
ductor and the capacitance is 
caused by the distance from the 
antenna in space to the ground 
or ground pontential of the trans- 
mitter, 

It has been found that a conduc- 
tor that is one-half wave length 
long has the proper character- 
istics to cause it to be a re- 
sonant circuit at the particular 
frequency, 

If a radio frequency generator 
is connected to a half-wave con- 
ductor, the current flow will be 
maximum at the center and min- 
imum at the ends because of the 
electrical addition and sub- 
traction that takes place when 
currents returning from the ends 
of the conductor meet the cur-

havior of inductance and ca- 
pacitance in a radio frequency 
circuit the maximum current flow 
occurs during the minumum vol- 
tage potential, The voltage dis- 
tribution along the antenna is 
also caused by the, electrical ad- 
dition and subtraction that oc- 
curs when the voltage returning 
from the ends of the conductor 
meet the incoming RF voltage, 

The impedance a radio fre- 
quency generator would ‘‘see’’ 
at the antenna terminals.is equal 
to the voltage at the terminals 
divided by the current through 
them, 

All antennas favor radiation and 
reception in certain directions, 
and this is called the directiv- 
ity of the antenna, Certain an- 
tennas are more directive than 
others, and must be rotated to 
different directions for optimum 
communication, The directive 
antennas have a purpose, though, 
The power that is not radiated 
or received in one direction is 
added to the relative power inthe 
favored direction of the antenna, 
This increase in power is called 
gain, and is measured in deci- 
bels(db), A basic theoretical 
antenna to be used for compari- 
son should radiate equally in all 
directions, Such an antenna is 
not possible physically, so the 
regular dipole is used for com- 
parison, (A vertical antenna 
radiates equally in a horizontal 
direction, but not vertically).. 

When the standard dipole is used 
for comparison, gain is usually 
stated as “db, gain over dipole’, 

Since the amateur bands are 
harmonically related, some an- 
tennas are useable at more than 
one frequency, Normally, such 
an ‘antenna is a half wave length 
long at the lowest frequency on 
which it. is to be used, and is 
consequently a fullwave, two 
wavelenghts, three, etc, onhigher 
frequencies 

in general, limited directiv- 
ity and high gain are usually 
accompanied with narrow band- 
width and operation on a single 
band, 

Hertz was the first to make 
basic assumptions and experi- 
ment with the antenna, He used 
a half-wave antenna and fed the 
RF at the center, This antenna 


is now called a Hertz’antenna, 
Marconi modified the Hertz an-" 


tenna and. found that one half of

In connection with the ARRLs 
contemplated proposal to FCC 
covering Conditional Class li- 
censee, we (ARRL) have re- 
ceived several inquiries as to 
what happens in the event a 
Conditional Class licensee takes 
and fails the General Class Ex- 
amination. 

If such a licensee is officially 
called up by the FCC for per- 
sonal (General Class) examina- 
tion, for whatever reason, and 
fails the test, his Conditional 
Class license is cancelled. If, 
however, a Conditional Class li- 
censee appears voluntarily for 
the General Class examination 
and fails it, his Conditional li- 
cense is not cancelled.

This is a 
hobbyests band and stations can 
use channels A, B, C, D, E, F, 
G, H.... There is a part 15 
call book Manufacturers are out 
with special highly efficient 
Part 15 xmitters transistorized. 

One manufacturer even has 
a 11, 10, 6 meter combination 
offering upwards of 50 watts 
on 10 and six, adjustable from 
5 mw to 50w on any of the 
three bands. 

So there you have it, legal 
DX operation in the 11 meter 
band without an examination 
or even learning the code... 
So to you down trodden here 
is a chance to move into a DX 
band. CAUTION. CAUTION —

(CD Bulletin) 

You will be reading the min- 
utes of the May meeting of the 

oard and the editorials in June 
and Juiv QST about the time 
you oet this bulletin. The intent 
of the board is to counter anv 
trend to a wholly casual ama- 
teur radio and chart a sound 
program for the long range ba- 
sis. Some amateurs seem to 
have thought the directors act- 
ing for a special group. Others 
feared a take-away of personal 
privileges. 

The borrd action, we think, 
should be looked on as neither 
put a long term and courageous 
step to preserve those values 
in which we all share. The im- 
age of the amateur must be 
made tops in FCC and interna- 
tional circles where it counts. 
Purpose to give the amateur 
his best chance against renewed 
and continuing pressures at 
Washington and Geneva and 
future allocation conferences. 
For us to neglect to have built- 
in incentives for self-training 
and public service, entailing 
traffic competence and organi- 
zation in the public interest for 
emergencies (see FCC Sct. 12.0)

we become lower in the scale of 
technical competence, perhaps 
arift to a par with the Citi- 
zen’s Banders and might be 
thought worth about that much 
frequency space in the spec- 
trum! 

“Or the thousands who are 
not pioneers or would-be ad- 
venturers, some handle traffic, 
some assist Civil Defense, are 
part of Amateur Radio Emer. 
gency Corps — others elect to 
serve brother hams as Official 
Observers and the like, oy even 
as ARRL officials. This does not 
alter the fact that a majority 
of licensed amateurs are not 
pulling their own weight. Pub- 
lic service can take many forms 
—and the better-trained man 
has the best chance of making 
a breakthvough even if he does 
not fancy himself an innovator. 

His quest for that next coun- 
try, that next piece of wall- 
paper, even that next percent- 
age point for his net’s message- 
rated column, may drive him 
forward to achievement — but 
only if he is qualified. For the 
poor operator, the dabbler, it 
is too easy to do what someone 
else has done. We owe it to our- 
selves to develop that climate 
which encourages personal de- 
velopment—the good old Ameri- 


can environment of incentives 
for personal effort. 

ITU and FCC do not foster 
or allocate frequencies to our 
amateur radio as a service to 
the people of the world so the 
citizenry can relax and enjoy 
a hobby only because of the ser- 
vice it renders is not just a 
saying, it is a hard cruel fact. 
A test of any legislative pro- 
posal is not on the self-styled 
perogatives of the hobbiest of 
his investment, but solely upon 
the ability of the amatur ser- 
vice to accomplish its publicly- 
charged mission in the public 
interest, convenience, or neces- 
sity. 

Amateur radio’s many laurels 
have been earned through the 
incentive system, or were earned 
by people who themselves had 
progressed under such a sys- 
tem. A free loader never ac- 
complished anything. Let us pro- 
ceed now to stop freeloading and 
resume earning our keep. By 
doing so we will be making ama- 
teur radio far stronger and rich- 
er Toreall..

Many of the gang stick to the 
regular procedure which have 
been somewhat standardized over 
the years, but as in all things 
there are always a few who think 
that the standardized procedures 
are not for them, Some fail to 
make up traffic in the standard 
message form - quite a few fail 
to count the “CK’’ - others orig- 
inate traffic with very poor ad- 
dresses - and quite a few accept 
messages without any attempt 
being made to advise the sender 
as to what is proper for over the 
air traffic, 

But, all in all, most of the traffic 
handlers do an excellent’ job of 
trying to get the traffic through - 
they show up on their nets on 
time - stick around until the final 
sign-off by the NCS - and make 
every effort to deliver or relay 
any and all traffic that comes 
their way, many times going to a 
lot of trouble and effort to get the 
stuff through, 

While all of us know that there 
are many of the gang whohave no 
use for the standardized proced- 
ures or message forms, all of us 
also realize that without them the 
handling of traffic could not last 
very long, especially as an ama- 
teur hobby, The military and all 
the commercial outfits who 
handle traffic know full well the 
need for standardized methods 
and procedures, and standard 
routing of messages is common in 
all amateur nets associated with 
the NTS, 

As in all hobbies, there are al- 
ways a few non-conformists (as 
witness the present ‘‘beatnik’’ 
craze which seems to have hit all 
parts of the nation) who seem to 
think that anything that anyone 
else does is not forthem, and who 
will copy no one but another non- 
conformist and the better he is at 
non-conforming the more they 
copy them, thus becoming a con- 
formist of the first water.

The boater’s most common use 
for line is tying up to a dock. 
To do the job like a real “salt”, 
learn these two simple hitches, 
suggest Mercury outboard auth- 
orities: use the upper knot in 
the illustration to tie up to a 
cleat. Pass the line around the 
cleat under both horns, then 
diagonally across the top of the 
cleat and under the first horn. 
Tuck the loose end under the line 
where it passes across the top. 
The more pull by the boat, the 
greater the holding power of the 
hitch—yet it can be loosened 
easily by tugging at the free 
end. Use the other knot, the 
clove hitch, to tie up to posts or 
piles. It consists of two loops 
with the free end tucked under. 
Don’t use this hitch for perma- 
nent fastening, since it may 
eventually slip.

VHF activity is increasing 
throughout W. Fla. Pensacola, 
Fort Walton, Crestview, Defuni- 
ak Springs, Panama City and 
Tallahassee are working each 
other on 6 meters.

The 
NCS allows a brief time before 
each net for retouching the 
transmitter on the actual an- 
tenna, but long periods of tun- 
ing on an antenna, especially 
with no modulation, are a viola- 
tion of FCC regulations. The an- 
tenna switch is an import part 
of this; even the stations who 
have dummy loads will seldom 
use them if it involves un- 
screwing and reconnecting coax 
connectors. 


From time to time, stations 
check into the net during roll 
call and ask to move off fre- 
quency immediately with anoth- 
er station. Understandably there 
will be times when you are in 
a hurry and have to pass an 
informal before you leave, but 
wait until the end of roll call 
if possible. Two or three inter- 
ruptions like this really slow 
down the roll call. 

Another suggestion is Net

Twelve members of Lee Coun- 
ty AREC/RACES are _ proud 
owners of shiny new red emer. 
gency generators. They are de- 
luxe 3.5 KW units with elec- 
tric starting, dual 115/230 volt 
output, with a 9 HP Briggs en- 
gine. Best of all was the price 
of 308 dollars, since they retail 
for much more. 

We were able to get this fine 
deal through the determined ef- 
forts of W4KOB, EC/RO and 
several others who convinced the 
manufacturer that since the 
units were to be used in CD and 
public service we should get a 
break on the price, not to men- 
tion the good will and adver- 
tising value for the dealer. The 
deal hinged on a minimum or- 
der of 12 units, and a dozen of 
our boys were willing to dig 
deep and pay $3600 for the gen- 
erators. After they arrived and 
everyone saw them we could 
have easily sold another dozen, 
as they are really FB units. 

Admittedly a gas generator 
is a luxury item for most ham 
shacks, but worth their weight 
in gold every few years when 
a storm knocks the power out. 
Don’t forget to tell the XYL 
that you can run her house 
lights and freezer if she needs 
some convincing, besides being 
able to render a public service 
with your radio gear. 

Ft. Myers will never be with- 
out communications again as 
we were after Hurricane Donna 
thanks to these generators and 
the public spirited amateurs who 
bought them. We feel that this 
was a truly worthwhile project 
that could be duplicated all over 
the State by groups like ours. 
If you will work together and 
are willing to lay out a little 
money all sorts of similar deals 
are possible for you clubs and 
AREC members. Someone must 
spearhead the project, however, 
and a group has much better 
bargaining power than an indi- 
vidual. Good luck on your own 
Operation Generator, Operation 
Mobile Rig, or what have you.

Telstar Rides Again 


Experimental communications 
satellite Telstar Il was launched 
early in May. The new Telstar’s 
orbit takes it much farther from 
earth at apogee 6,713 miles as 
against the 3,531 miles of Tel- 
star I, Both have roughly the 
same perigee - 604 miles from 
Telstar Il and 592 for Telstar 
I, Telstar II orbits in 3 hours 


45 minutes, Its higher apogee 
means that it will be visible 
between the U.S, and Europe 
for longer periods, Telstar I 
was mutually visible to two con- 
tinents for a little less than 2 
hours under the very best con- 
ditions, and most of the time for 
much shorter periods, Telstar 
II will be visible from both Eur- 
ope and the U.S. for more than 
2 hours per orbit, from early 
June to the end of September, and 
for shorter periods for a month 
or so after that, Unfortunately, 
its orbit will be such that US- 
European communications will 
not be possible in mid-winter, 
and there will be no Christmas 
programs via Telstar,

GOLD COAST 
MARATHON REPORT

The No. 1 dock of the City of 
West Palm Beach was the scene 
of great activity Friday night, 
July 12, 1968.
